Spring Price Levels 

T HE total number of book announcements 
for this spring is slightly less than last 
year, to judge from the number of entries 
in this Spring Announcement Number, but by 
so slight a percentage as to seem to have no 
especial significance. Production in January 
and February has fallen off slightly and 
some of the now proposed titles may be post¬ 
poned unless manufacturing conditions reach 
a satisfactory level. 

The prices on fiction are so pronouncedly at 
the $2.00 level that this price is found more 
frequently than all the others put together. 
There are, however, many more titles in fiction 
below $2.00 than above, the average falling at 
about $1.95. 

This fiction level is somewhat below the 
average in Great Britain as shown in the. 
spring announcements in the London book- 
trade papers where the book at 8s. 6d. and 9s. 
is frequent, tho 8s. is the commonest figure and 
7s. 6d. is sometimes used. 

The retail trade now has a pretty clear idea 
of price levels, and there is every indication in 
the reports received from the bookshops that 
they are prepared to go strongly out for sales 
and are finding good response. Many stores 
have already put January and February sales 
at new totals. 

As Others See Our Copyright 

T HE Poetry Magasme of March carries 
a letter from an Australian correspond¬ 
ent, calling the attention of American au¬ 
thors to the injustice of United States copy¬ 
right methods, owing to our insistence that 
books shall be manufactured here in order to 
obtain copyright, while American writers can 
obtain Australian protection merely by having 
their books on sale in England. The writer 
suggests that Australia may bring to the front 


retaliatory legislation if some change is not 
made here. 

In Canada the same situation obtains. A bill 
was brought into Parliament two years ago 
and was supported by the Registrar of Copy¬ 
right, a bill that would make Canadian manu¬ 
facture a necessity if copyright protection for 
American books is to be obtained. This bill 
was laid on the table last year at the sugges¬ 
tion of Canadian authors, themselves. Such 
an arrangement would not be to their ad¬ 
vantage, tho it would be to the advantage of 
Canadian magazine publishers and book 
printers, as it would permit them to use Amer¬ 
ican material without payment, or with but a 
small license fee in the case of books. 

Those who would be the largest losers in case 
of the passing of such a bill would be the 
American magazines, all of which have big 
circulation in Canada. American book pub¬ 
lishers do not have so large a financial return 
from Canada as do the magazine publishers, 
and yet they do supply about nine-tenths of 
the Canadian book consumption, and under 
the new arrangement their books by American 
authors would be reprinted over there freely 
and without control from the writers. 

The whole reason for both the Australian 
and Canadian situation is the clause in our 
Copyright Act, which requires United States 
manufacture before United States protection is 
given. This clause, introduced at the behest 
of the New York printers in 1891, has been 
a deterrent to a better publishing under¬ 
standing for thirty years, and the sooner it is 
eliminated from our law, the better for Amer¬ 
ican publishing, and just as truly the better it 
will be for American printing, as the experi¬ 
ence of these years has shown that the ten¬ 
dency of this clause has not been to increase 
the amount of manufacturing done in this 
country. 

The proposal for .such a revision is to be 
brought forward with this Congress, sup¬ 
ported by the Authors’ League, by the Pub¬ 
lishers’ Copyright League and by the National 
Association of Book Publishers, and it should 
have and probably will have the support of 
the printers. The latter have been meeting in 
Montreal this week, at the annual convention of 
the International Typographical Union, and it 
is to be hoped that they will add the great 
weight of their approval to the movement to 
place the United States on a satisfactory foot¬ 
ing with other nations. 
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Bookstore Revivalism 

HERE is one aspect of bookselling fre¬ 
quently noticed in those stores that have 
acquired a real personality and whose 
managers and salesmen have confidence in 
their own taste and ability to direct the read¬ 
ing habits of the habitues of the store. In 
such stores one frequently finds on the counters 
with the new books a pile of some older vol¬ 
ume that they are pushing out to a new read¬ 
ing. This sort of revivalism is sometimes 
directed toward the accepted classics of past 
years and sometimes directed toward books of 
the more recent years which have had their 
first sale, but deserve a continued attention. 

Such selling is instanced by the bookseller 
who recently decided that there must be scores 
of customers who would like to read or re¬ 
read Boswell's “Johnson” and put out on the 
front counter a pile of the handy one volume 
India paper edition. The result of persistent 
attention to this has sold over four hundred 
copies within a year. Another store has de¬ 
cided that the “White Shadows in the South 
Seas” indicates that it is time for a revival 
in Melville, and found readers for many 
copies of “Typce.” There is a peculiar satis¬ 
faction in building up sales of this kind, and 
there are scores of titles on which such efforts 
can be concentrated. It makes the bookseller 
an original, constructive force in his field, un¬ 
aided as he is in this work by any outside 
publicity. It gives him the knowledge that he 
is taking his place in the development of pub¬ 
lic taste and public thought, one of the elements 
that makes bookselling a satisfaction to those 
who enter the field. 

Printing Arbitration 

T HE wage scales of five New York Unions 
are now to be submitted to arbitration by 
agreement between the employers and the 
representation of the Union. The contracts 
with pressmen, feeders, paper handlers and cut¬ 
ters terminate on April 1st, about ten thou¬ 
sand workers being involved. The conditions 
of the agreement are that the scale can be 
opened for discussion, either because of a 
change in the cost of living: or because of a 
change in the general conditions of the indus¬ 
try. Both facts will be taken into considera¬ 
tion. Inasmuch as there is a very grave 
amount of unemployment in the printing shops 
of New York, and as an increasing amount of 
competition at lower prices is coming from 
out of town, there is a very real need for revi¬ 
sion, and such revision would undoubtedly 
work to the advantage of the employees by 
enabling the printers to keep the shops active. 


The National Association of Book Publishers 
is collecting the data from this part of the in¬ 
dustry to present to the arbitrators. These 
statistics show a great amount of work being 
held up awaiting better conditions and a very 
strong trend toward putting work outside. One 
publisher reports that he is putting outside of 
the city double the amount of work that was 
done that way last year. 

Binghamton Printing Strike 

A S the large plant of Vail-Ballou at Bing- 
hamton does much work for New York 
publishers the printing strike of March 8th in 
that city has especial interest. The agree¬ 
ments had expired on March 4th. 

The scale has been $38.00 for day and $42.00 
for night, twenty-five per cent below the 
present New York scale on which the Em¬ 
ploying Printers of New York are demanding 
reduction. The men demand $45.00 for a day 
scale and $50.00 for night. 

The employers first offered $31.00 and $34.00 
and then offered to hold present levels or to 
submit to arbitration. These offers are re¬ 
jected, and the strike has begun. 

Women’s Annual Dinner 

T HE fourth annual dinner of the Women’s 
National Book Association was held 
Thursday evening, March 3, at the Hotel 
Brevoort. It was a great success. Miss 
Madge Jenison, the president of the Associ¬ 
ation, introduced the speakers. Altho Miss 
Zona Gale, who was to have been one of 
the principal speakers, was in Washington 
reporting the Inaugural proceedings, “Miss 
Lulu Bett” was not forgotten at the speakers' 
table. Mr. Pemberton, the producer of “Miss 
Lulu Bett” and “Enter Madame,” the first 
speaker of the evening, told anecdotes of 
the people who make those plays a success. 
Something of the flavor of Wallace Irwin’s 
speech may be guessed from its title, “Mv 
Three Fiascos as a Public Speaker.” Airs. 
Kate McLaurin, author of the play, “When 
We Were. Young,” spoke briefly of the play¬ 
wright’s joys and disappointments. Alex¬ 
ander Black, author of “The Great Desire," 
in his usual brilliant fashion, talked about 
“Women and Books.” The final speaker was 
Mr. Currie of the American Academy of Dra¬ 
matic Arts, Director of Pantomimes at Car¬ 
negie Hall.

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Is Book Advertising Topsy-Turvy? 

By Alex E. Osborn

O N account of the fact that a book of my 
authorship has been recently published, 
I have been brought into contact with 
some of the advertising problems of the 
book business. These problems have naturally 
forced the professional side of me to analyze 
them, even tho I have no direct interest in 
their solution. 

As a matter of conversation, I recently said 
to an important executive in the book-selling 
business: 

“To my mind, the system of book advertis¬ 
ing is all topsy-turvy—the custom that has 
been built up is fundamentally wrong—and the 
solution of the problem is fundamental and) 
almost obvious.” 

Inexpensive Diversion 
The managing editQ*r of the Publishers’ 
Weekly heard about this “Bolshevik” utter¬ 
ance of mine and asked me to run the risk of 
taking the light of my opinions out from under 
the proverbial bushel and putting it out into 
plain view where everybody who wished to, 
could blow it out. 

So, admitting that my alleged advertising in¬ 
telligence may be applicable to bread, and 
motor trucks, and shoes, and cereals, and a 
score of other things, and not in any way 
applicable to the selling of books—I gladly 
lay myself open to the chilly blasts of the 
book world. 

Books, from a selling standpoint, are more 
like moving pictures than anything else. In 
fact, probably the greatest competition against 
the movies are books. And probably the 
greatest competition against books are movies. 

From the standpoint of economy there is 
probably no less expensive enjoyment than a 
book. The book is read by mother, and in 
reading it she spends from io to 40 enjoy¬ 
able hours, which would cost from $10 to $100 
if she were to spend the same time at a 
good moving picture, at a vaudeville show, at 
a legitimate play, driving a car, or dining out. 
And the people who are the possible readers 
are people who can easily afford the $2 or 
$3 or $4 that a book costs. The economy of 
reading is further emphasized when one con¬ 
siders how the same book can bring joy to 
four or five people in the same family, and 
then be loaned to neighbors, and then be nut 
into the bookcase for the coming generation 
to read. 

So—the competition is not so much the 
price of a book as against the price of a 
movie—so much as it is a competition of time. 
The present day life is so rapid that it is 
almost impossible to find the hour or two a 
day to devote to reading. 

B*ut why is it that 30,000,000 people buy 
moving picture tickets each day. and only a 
paltry few hundred buy books? 


Of course, one reason is that the movie 
appeals to a wider range of taste. But another 
reason is that movies are better sold. 

Out of the last five books which I have 
ordered only one happened to be in stock in 
my favorite book-store. It is a task for me to 
buy a book. It is hard to find out where I can 
get it, and it is almost impossible for me to get 
it when I want it. 

But a movie—I cannot open up my evening 
paper without being attracted to the movies, 
even tho no such thought has been in my 
mind up to that minute. In a certain section 
of the paper (which even my little daughter 
could find) movies are listed. 1 can pick 
the picture that I want to see, and I can know 
for a certainty just where it is. 

In other words, the retailers of movies lay 
wares continually before me. They do not 
make it necessary for me to search for their 
pictures—they come to me and tell me about 
them thru the medium of the daily newspaper. 

Movies are right out in front where I can 
thumb them over and pick out the one that I 
want to enjoy. 

So, from the standpoint of distribution, the 
movies are much easier for the public to buy, 
and from the standpoint of advertising volume 
the comparison is overwhelmingly in favor of 
the movies. For instance, in one inland city 
of medium size, one theater alone spends 
$20,000 a year in the newspapers advertising 
its picture attractions. Imagine a book re¬ 
tailer spending any such sum? 

Of course, the answer is that the moving 
picture theater does a much larger volume 
of business, and $20,000 is a very small per¬ 
centage of its box-office receipts. 

Movie Publicity 

But, isn’t it true that with the right kina 
of an advertising program, the book-seller 
could increase his business so that his adver¬ 
tising appropriation, altho it might actually be¬ 
come larger in dollars and cents, would become 
proportionately smaller and smaller? 

In this same city, approximately $200,- 
000 a year is the aggregate expenditure of 
moving picture theaters in the newspapers. 
This comprises only 20 or 30 theaters, which 
are, in turn, not producers but just retailers. 

In one typical newspaper, 121,189 lines of 
advertising are used each year for the pro¬ 
motion of amusements. If this same ex¬ 
penditure holds proportionately true thruout 
the country, the total for amusement advertis¬ 
ing in the newspapers alone is almost $10,- 
000,000 a year. And this includes only such 
advertising as is done in the newspapers by the 
retailers of amusement—not by the producers. 

From the standpoint of distribution, it may 
not be possible to have a live book-store in 
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every neighborhood just as there is a live 
moving picture theater in every neighborhood. 
But from the standpoint of telling the public 
thru newspaper space—why isn t there quite 
a similarity between the problem that con¬ 
fronts the retailer of moving pictures and the 
problem that confronts the retailer of books? 

The moving picture exhibitor does not reiv 
upon the producer to carry the burden of 
telling the public. He does his own selling 
thru the printed word. Anything that the pro¬ 
ducer may do is just so much extra force 
behind the retailer’s individual effort. 

But, isn’t it the custom in the retail book 
business to expect that the publisher bear the 
burden of telling the public about books, and 
thereby sending the public to the retailer to 
buy his books.'' 

Cumulative Advertising 

Suppose the moving picture exhibitor relied 
on the producer to sell his pictures to the 
public thru the printed word. And suppose 
the exhibitor, by the same token, failed to 
tell his local public about what he had for 
sale. Would the moving picture theater 

then be so successful, and would movies be 
so in demand? 

It might be possible for the moving picture 
producer to do so vast a job in advertising that 
he could sell the pictures to the public for 
the individual exhibitor. 

But it is not possible for the book publisher 
to do so. This difference is due to the fact 
that the usual picture -will run into a volume 
of business totalling hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, whereas the usual book is lucky 
if it reaches tens of thousands of dollars in 
aggregate sales. 

Then, too, the margin of profit to the pub¬ 
lisher of books, is so slight that an appropria¬ 
tion of a few hundred dollars per book for 
advertising purposes is about all that a book 
will stand. And to try to make any sort of a 
national impression for any product—whether 
it be a certain book or a certain hairpin-—is a 
practical impossibility with an appropriation 
as small as that. 

Of course, if each book that a publisher pro¬ 
duces should warrant an expenditure of say 
$1000, and there were ioo such books a year 
—that would make a total appropriation of 
$100,000. Such a sum could make an 
adequate impression on the national mind. 

But, unfortunately, each book is a separate 
product, and, therefore, the $1000 spent on a 
single book has practically no accumulative 
value. And it is accumulative value that 
makes advertising profitable in most cases. 

Some moving picture producers, such as 
Paramount Art-Craft, are seeking to gain an 
accumulative effect in their advertising, by 
hanging all the advertising on one peg; 
Namely, a trade-mark which will identify each 
picture of their production. However, even 
in moving pictures many people think this is 
somewhat far-fetched, because the public mind 
does not think of pictures in terms of trade¬ 
marks, but in terms of individual titles. 


It is even more far-fetched for a publisher 
to try to gain this accumulative value from 
his advertising by hanging all of his advertis¬ 
ing on one peg; namely, the name of the 
publishing house. 

But—and here is the crux of the whole 
matter—the hook-seller CAN gain an accumu¬ 
lative effect from his advertising. His store is 
known by its name. If he advertises a book 
and gives his stores’s name sufficient promin¬ 
ence, the advertising from that book will be 
profitable in the long run, even tho that par¬ 
ticular advertising does not sell two copies of 
that particular book. For such advertising 
will tend to build a public brain-cell—a certain 
consciousness that said book-seller’s store, is 
at a certain location and has certain things on 
sale. 

When a department store adyertises bar¬ 
gains, it does not make that advertising pay 
for itself by the bargains that are sold as 
a result. The immediate sales may help pay 
for the advertising, but what makes the ad¬ 
vertising so profitable and absolutely indispens¬ 
able is the fact that the local public is kept re¬ 
minded of that store’s presence and of the 
services that it offers. 

In other words, when a woman reads the 
bargain advertisement and says: “I shall go 
there tomorrow and buy some of those shirts.” 
—she is not the one who makes that depart¬ 
ment store’s advertisement profitable. 

It is the woman who, a week or so later, says 
to herself: “John meeds shirts. I think I 
shall go to such-and-such department store”— 
and not knowing what has put that depart¬ 
ment store’s name in her mind, she goes and 
buys those shirts at regular prices. She is 
the one who makes a department store’s ad¬ 
vertising really profitable. 

Individuality and Consistency 

In other words, the opportunity of the book- 
retailer to advertise books is based on his op¬ 
portunity to make his store an institution— 
a part of a locality’s life—an agency that is 
well regarded and favorably known as an 
asset to the community and to the individual. 

Almost every department store has institu¬ 
tionalized itself. Many a good jewelry store 
has institutionalized itself. In every city there 
are from a dozen to ioo stores that have 
institutionalized themselves—that have built' 
for themselves a certain favored place in the 
public mind. 

Few of those stores have one-half as much 
reason as the hook-stores have, for becoming 
“institutions” in the best and most potent 
sense. 

And best of all, the book-store can take one 
specific book at a time and advertise it, and 
in that way give to its advertising a certain 
news-interest, a real allurement—and with a 
modest expenditure (consistently applied) it 
can, by its repeated advertising whether it be 
weekly, or daily, or bi-weekly, carry on a 
campaign that will win over to that store 
such part of the public as it should have as 
patrons. 
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So, isn’t it possible that the advertising of 
books is squarely at the door of the dealer, 
rather than at the door of the publisher? 

For the dealer to do this advertising in an 
institutional way he must follow a certain 
continuity. His advertising must express the 
individuality of his store week-in-and-week-out. 
It cannot be a blatant Gothic announcement 
this week and next week a dainty Cheltenham 
advertisement utterly different in style. There 
must be a definite continuity of appeal so as 
to make each advertisement continue its value 
into the next advertisement and in that way 
insure accumulative effect. 

For that reason the book-seller must use his 
ozvn advertising. He should not try to use 
the utterly different and unrelated species of 
ready-made advertisements which the different 
publishers might furnish. He might use the 
wording from these advertisements, but the 
style must be adapted to his store’s own per¬ 


sonality, so that a real continuity of impression 
will result from the store’s program of pub¬ 
licity. 

But above all, this must be remembered— 
that one of the greatest causes of waste in 
advertising is the expectation that an adver¬ 
tising success can be made without adequate 
time, and without the continuous expenditure 
of enough money to make a definte impression. 
The old idea was to run an advertisement as a 
sort of “flier” and then see what the result 
might be. In 90 cases out of 100 the results 
were nil and the money was wasted; whereas 
if a thoro-going advertising program of three 
to five years’ duration had been carefully con¬ 
sidered, and finally adopted as a definite part 
of the business policy, the chances would then 
be almost 99 out of 100 that with a fairly 
intelligent handling, the result would be a 
huge success, by which the dealer would have 
lifted himself from mediocrity to leadership. 


How to Stock a Bookstore

I F I were running a bookstore for myself, 
the amount of capital invested, the location 
and the clientele would be the factors to be 
considered in selecting the stock in the be¬ 
ginning. 

The amount of capital invested would be of 
first importance in determining the stock, but 
whether this was $5,000 or less, or $50,000 or 
more; certainly, the location and clientele 
would be of great significance. By location, I 
mean first the city, and then the part of the 
city where the store was to be located. If in 
New York, a store in the neighborhood of 
Wall St., would have a different trade from 
one in upper Fifth Avenue. The clientele, un¬ 
less already built up, would depend on the 
location; and, if in a section where business 
men would be the principal customers, an en¬ 
tirely different kind of stock would be neces¬ 
sary from a neighborhood where women 
would form the greater part of the buyers. 

The location determined, I personally should 
want to have a rare book department. This is 
not merely because Mr. Newton, in his articles 
telling booksellers how to run their business, 
advises it. But it is really a most interesting 
part of the business for one who knows any¬ 
thing about it. Outside of New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, Chicago and one or two other 
places, it would, however, be risky; and it is 
a dangerous thing for anyone to do who is 
not familiar with rare books. It is easy 
enough to buy thousands of dollars worth of 
such books, which may not be turned over for 
ten years. Therefore, it is advisable to buy 
only such items as are in demand, and which, 
it is reasonably certain, may be sold within a 
short time, and to know the proper price to 


pay and charge is of the utmost importance. 

The slow turnover of so many of the old 
books is one reason why one not familiar with 
them should hesitate to stock them. Another 
very important reason is that unless one knows 
editions and selling points, or at least knows 
where to turn to get the information, it is 
useless to attempt to sell rare books. Then— 
very many “faked” firsts are in the market, and 
the bookseller cannot be too careful in buying 
such items: for a misrepresented sale even tho 
the bookseller is perfectly sincere and believes 
he is selling a genuine rarity, results in the 
poorest kind of advertising. But with the 
knowledge of the right books to buy and the 
right way to sell them, it forms, as I have 
said, a most interesting part of the business; 
and, also, for a keen buyer, the most profitable. 
Furthermore, there is a big chance to develop 
collectors and almost endless opportunities 
once a collector of rarities is made to sell him 
books in the future. 

While many first editions and rare books are 
standard books, the best current editions of 
the most popular standard authors are of more 
general interest. There are certain editions 
every bookseller should carry, such as the 
Gadshill Dickens, the Smith & Elder, Thack¬ 
eray and the Dryburgh Scott. A set of each in 
a good English half binding might well be 
stocked by any bookseller in a community 
where the patronage is liberal. But bindings 
are expensive these days, and for one person 
who will purchase a set in binding there are 
ten or a dozen who will purchase a set by the 
individual volume. Therefore I should start 
with a complete set or two of these editions, 
as well as other staples, such as Kipling, 
Conrad, Stevenson, O. Henry, etc. 

The more popular titles should be purchased 
more heavily than the minor ones. Ten people 
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will buy “David Copperfield” to one purenas- 
ing Dickens’s “Reprinted Pieces.” 

Many mistakes are made toy buying on the 
book-seller’s part of too many copies of the 
minor titles. These will not turn over rapidly, 
but will remain in stock for years and get 
shopworn, no matter how carefully the stock is 
taken care of. 

At the present time, the limp leather sets are 
good sellers. Many, however, prefer the cloth 
bindings, and it is well to represent both in the 
proportion in which they will be demanded. 
As you can’t tell in advance what will be de¬ 
manded, it is advisable to buy lightly at first, 
representing more fully the popular titles, and 
later on reorders may be carefully given. 

Fashions in Classics 

Some authors come in many editions, the 
merits of which in some cases are nearly 
equal, so that the only way to decide which 
to carry in some cases is to have sample 
volumes, which may be shown to the custom¬ 
er, and from which he may order. There 
are, for instance, two bindings of the Nelson 
New Century Library. The cheaper one is 
very popular and should be well stocked. The 
De Luxe binding is preferred by many, and 
samples of the more popular authors would be 
a better buy than complete sets. In getting 
samples the more popular titles would be 
advisable. When these are sold, they or dif¬ 
ferent titles of equal demand should im¬ 
mediately be reordered. 

The various Oxford editions of Dickens, 
Scott and Thackeray, in the leather bindings, 
could easily be stocked in the same way. Many 
of the authors which were so popular years 
ago, as Fiske, Parkman, Holmes, Hawthorne, 
etc., while of great merit today, can be more 
profitably handled in the small or new shop by 
samples, or, in some cases by several of the 
more popular titles. The fact that an author’s 
works may have been very popular 20 or 30 
years ago but are much slower sellers today is 
often forgotten by a bookseller. 

The Cambridge edition of the poets in cloth, 
and the more popular titles in the half leather 
are worth stocking well. Many standard 
works, not easily available elsewhere can be 
had in the Everyman's Library, and certain of 
these titles can be turned over quickly. If the 
store is located in a university town, many 
titles constantly called for—can be supplied in 
a good moderate priced edition. 

The question of stocking the classics, drama, 
essays, poetry in general the miscellaneous 
titles making up a publisher’s list is a serious 
one, demanding much study. It is better in the 
beginning to stock up those titles only, which it 
is reasonable to believe will be turned over 
quickly. A speedy turnover, cannot be em¬ 
phasized too many times as the big thing in 
the success of a bookstore. 

Certain specific sorts of books may and may 
not be desirable to stock. Scientific, mechanical 
and medical books, if already sold by a store 
with an established trade in the same city, 
should probably not be undertaken. Special 
subjects like these should only be handled by a 


dealer knowing what he is buying and how to 
sell these subjects. If a good denominational 
religious bookstore is in the city, it will 
probably get most of that trade. 

Children’s books are a special problem, and, 
if possible, should be handled by a special 
buyer and salesman. A good children’s de¬ 
partment will bring adults to the store and 
serve in helping the bookstore become a neces¬ 
sary place in the life of the community. 
The problem of the new book is not as large a 
problem in this field as it is among other pub¬ 
lications. A great percentage of books 
usually sold are established titles, and a good 
variety covering the interests of all ages can 
be carried for a relatively small investment. 

The popular books on architecture and home 
decoration have a wide appeal, and I should 
represent the best of these rather generously, 
for they always sell well. The more expensive 
items like Odom’s “Italian-^Furniture” and Lock¬ 
wood’s “Colonial Furniture” can be sampled if 
in a community where there are collectors. If, 
however, I knew nothing personally about the 
merits of the many books of this kind, I 
should get the advice of some one who did 
know. In all special fields, I should not 
hesitate to ask the advice of others on sub¬ 
jects in which I knew little. 

The question of business books is a big op¬ 
portunity for most booksellers. If, for 
instance, I knew nothing about accounting, I 
should get the advice of some instructor in a 
neighboring institute as to the books he would 
recommend to his classes. 

Travelers Too Persuasive 

In buying new publications, I should use 
great care. Whenever possible to read an im¬ 
portant new novel in advance of publication 
and before buying, I should do so. Certain 
authors like Zane Grey and Oppenheim are 
always worth about the same number of copies. 
Important authors like Galsworthy and Wal¬ 
pole sell better in some cities than others. 
It simmers down to a question of locality and 
clientele, in most cases. Certain authors like 
Mar>^ Johnston were tremendously popular at 
one time, and now it is difficult to sell their 
books. Authors like Blasco Ibanez and Mer¬ 
rick are widely exploited, and their older as 
well as later publications may be safely 
bought. In Boston, Marshall’s novels are good 
selling stock thruout, but I doubt if this is true 
thruout the country. Again it is locality and 
clientele. In order, then, to determine what to 
order, one must have experience: and in start¬ 
ing until you get that, it is far better to buy 
lightly than heavily. 

The publishers’ travelers, for the most part, 
are excellent salesmen, and their very per¬ 
suasive methods of selling often influence a 
buyer to go too far. “Sampling” unknown 
books cannot be too heavily condemned. More 
money is lost that way than thru any other 
kind of buying. The mark-down counters are 
often filled with these books which have been 
purchased in small quantities which, nerhans 
came in during a busy season, but not in suffi-

ciently large quantities to be properly dis¬ 
played. 

In buying works other than fiction, the same 
holds true. If it is reasonably sure to interest 
your clientele, buy it; but conservatively, at 
first. Otherwise, skip it. And don’t, simply 
because you yourself like a book, plunge and 
buy more than you will sell. Because you like 
a book is a big reason for buying it, if you 
feel sure the public will like it, too. And like¬ 
wise you may not like a book, but the author 
may be sure to sell, and personal prejudices 
should not ruie the buyer; common sense 
should. 

When it comes to reorders, it is a simpler 
thing, and after the bookseller has established 
his trade; it is easier to buy new books. A 
running inventory of stock, that is listing the 
receipt and sale of every title, is too compli¬ 
cated a matter for the average bookstore. It is 
not an accurate method as a rule; and is a 
very expensive one, for time is taken up, which 
can well be given to other things. 

Some system for reorders is very necessary 
—a book in which the shorts are promptly writ¬ 
ten down, both the titles asked for, and not in 
stock and the titles ordinarily carried of which 
the last copy is sold, or which is running low. 
The buyer, should, each night, determine what 
it is necessary to order and order them; unless 
it is an item, which can wait until the traveller 
comes. The more books ordered from the 
traveller, the better for the business, on ac¬ 
count of longer datings on the bills, and better 
discounts. The sales should be analyzed at 
certain periods. Let us say for instance that 
during a week the sales were $i,ooo— as fol¬ 
lows : 

Novels . 40% $400 

Biographies . 15% 150 

Standard books . 10% 100 

Topics of the day . 5% 50 

Poetry . 3% 30 

Reference books . 2% 20 

Travel books . 2% 20 

Essays .*.. 1% 10 

Business books . 1 % 10 

Bibles and religious books . 1% 10 

Children’s books . 20% 200 


100% $1000 

This is of course a rough analysis, which can 
well be expanded. 

This should be repeated, an average struck, 
and the percentage of certain kinds of books 
should be used as a basis in buying. If, for 
for instance, the average for a period was 
that .given above, and the amount alloted for 
purchases was $6,000 for the month—$3,000 
could be spent for novels, $9,000 for bio¬ 
graphies, etc. This would have to be an aver¬ 
age not for one or two weeks but for a year 
and more to get a real working basis, as cer¬ 
tain biographies, like Roosevelt’s “Letters to 
His Children” would sell in a way one year 
that no other biography would for years. 
Topics of the day, books like “Economic Con¬ 
sequences of the Peace” and Dillon’s book, 
which had a tremendous sale a year ago, are 


absolutely gone by now; and this should be 
taken into consideration. 

In conclusion I would say I should endeavor 
to use common sense, by conservatively analyz¬ 
ing my sales; always aiming at as quick a turn 
over as possible; thus reaching for the finan¬ 
cial success, without which no merchandizing 
is worth attempting.

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A Progressive Religious Book Store

I DON’T believe anyone can safely say that 
he has solved the many problems that con¬ 
front him in building up and maintaining 
■a successful mail order and retail religious 
bookstore. We all have, more or less, ideas 
and methods in trying to build up our busi¬ 
ness. 

May I say to begin with that Kansas City 
is one of the best cities in the United States 
for any line of legitimate business. It is a 
progressive city in every respect. Our rail¬ 
road facilities could not be improved, and we 
have the best of agricultural land extending 
hundreds of miles in all directions.

"Most concerns would have hesitated in 
launching out in any line of business in the 
midst of the world war in the spring of 1918, 
but we started, and it has been a suc¬ 
cess. 1 was advised by some of my closest 
friends that I was confronting a hard task in 
the midst of one of the most critical periods 
of all history, as conditions were so unset¬ 
tled and the world was in a general turmoil. 

My many years experience in the book busi¬ 
ness with the American Baptist Publication 
Society convinced me that our people would 
be back of me to the limit and would give me 
full sway in working out plans and methods 
in building up the business here in Kansas 
City. We opened up our doors for business 
in the spring of 1918 with myself and one 
clerk to build up our trade. Our location was 


not the very best for a retail bookstore, but 
there was one thing I had in mind, and that 
was to make this proposition a success if hu¬ 
man energy could do it. 

Our business has grown in leaps and bounds 
since the day we started, until now we em¬ 
ploy nineteen clerks in caring for the work in 
different departments and could use more to 
•handle the large volume of business. We 
have not only succeeded in building up a great 
mail order trade, but our retail business all 
along has practically doubled corresponding 
reports of the previous year, which leads me 
to believe that we are just beginning to reap 
the vast amount of business that can be had 
by going after it. 

I believe anyone should know the funda¬ 
mental principles of any line of business. Espe¬ 
cially, in the religious book business. A man 
must know, more or less, about the books he 
sells, and then he should know his customers 
and the particular line of literature in which 
they are most interested. I don’t believe 
any one can have any too many friends in busi¬ 
ness. They are the ones who help pay the 
overhead expense. I try to keep an up-to-date 
index card mailing list by making changes, 
eliminating and adding daily, as informaton 
reaches our office. I also have a personal 
mailing list of some of my best customers, to 
whom I am permitted to mail a few new 
books each month, and I know just about the 
kind of literature these people read. This is 
the result of a great many sales of religious 
publications. 

I also believe it is essential to know the 
authors of books, and greatest care should be 
used in buying books. ^ I have always thought 
it folly to buy sdmething and doubt its merit. 
I try to buy books that are worth while and 
have a place in the reading world. Then, I 
push the sale by various methods, which I 
doubt if I could fully explain. One man may 
have an art of achieving things, yet it might 
not be practical for the other fellow. 

A manager, in my opinion, should take an 
active part in every department of his business 
by seeing that his plans and ideas are carried 
out to the fullest extent. His influence and 
personality should encourage the employees to 
enter into the work with full heart and deter¬ 
mination. There should be system and regu¬ 
larity. While I have always felt it necessary 
to have real system, I have not realized a real 
systematic organization. I feel sure some oi 
my methods would not meet with the approval 
of some great bookmen, but it does the work 
for us, and we get results. I try to take ad¬ 
vantage of the live propositions that I run into 
in different ways, and after thinking them out, 
if they seem logical, I give them a trial. While 
we are not going to meet with success in all 
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of our adventures, if we keep after it and back 
it up with real service, we shall ultimately see 
some results. 

We try to fill orders and answer correspond¬ 
ence on the same date they are received. Cus¬ 
tomers seem to like this service idea. It is the 
thing they are looking for. We do everything 
possible to accommodate our trade, and give 
it in almost all cases, the advantage of a 
doubt when there might be an occasion for such 
a thing, providing it is in the boundary of legi¬ 
timate business to do so. 

I do my very best to hold my old customers 
by keeping in touch with them, and I add 
new customers as time will permit. The 
follow-up system is generally used in almost 
all progressive business. I consider it a good 
plan. If we* are permitted the pleasure of 
quoting anyone on a bill of goods, large or 
small, we try to stay with them until we land 
the order. In most cases we succeed. 

The right kind of advertising, I believe, is 
the gateway to a successful book business. 
The religious work in our country is like that 
done by all other organizations. From Sun¬ 
day School teachers up to pastors, all are seek¬ 
ing the best information that will help them 
in their work, and the progressive religious 
book publishers are trying to furnish the 
proper books for the different departments, 
and it is up to the religious bookstores to get 
in touch with these people and keep them 
posted as to the material they should have. 
I believe the religious bookstore is just begin¬ 
ning to find its place in our country. It will 


stand out more prominently in the future than 
in the past. It is up to us to place the religious 
bookstore where it should be. I am sending 
out letters to all the pastors in my territory 
soliciting their co-operation in the Religious 
Book Week. It will not only mean the sale of 
books, but it will help to make our world safe 
for democracy. While doing this, we are ad¬ 
vertising our store and will, no doubt, get in 
touch with many prospective customers. 

I try to see that the store is kept looking 
clean and inviting, as well as the show win¬ 
dows, and dispose of any stock that seems 
to utilize space on our shelves for lack of de¬ 
mand. We all get stuck at times on unsalable 
books, and my plan has been to get rid o£ 
them as quickly as possible, even at reduced 
prices, which is far better than keeping them 
for souvenirs. 

I consider myself fortunate in being per¬ 
mitted the pleasure of working up from an 
errand boy to manager fox the American Bap¬ 
tist Publication Society, an experience which 
gives me facts to work on and enables me to 
see things possibly from an unusual angle. I 
received my book training under the leader¬ 
ship of two of the best book men of their day, 
namely, B. J. Roberts, who was manager of 
the Society’s Branch House in Dallas, Texas, 
in 1902, and in later years under Jesse Speight 
who succeeded Mr. Roberts as manager of the 
St. Louis House. 

There is one thing I have never done, and 
do not to this day, and that is, watch the 
clock. 


Canadian Book-Trade News 


Toronto —A forward step and one distinctly 
in the best interests of the Canadian book-trade 
has been taken by the Book Publishers’ Section 
of the Toronto Board of Trade, which em¬ 
braces in its membersip nearly all the Cana¬ 
dian publishing houses, and is in fact the Cana¬ 
dian Book Publishers’ Association. Following 
the annual meeting a week or so ago, when 
John McClelland of McClelland & Stewart, 
Limited, was elected president, a decision was 
reached to hold a monthly get-together 
luncheon. At each luncheon some one special 
topic was to be discussed and such action 
taken as would be to the advantage of the 
trade. 

The first of these luncheons took place at the 
National Club on March 3 and the topic set 
for discussion was the practice of shipping 
books on consignment to booksellers. After the 
subject had been throroly debated a resolution 
was drafted and submitted to the meeting on 
motion of S. B. Crundy, Oxford University 
Press, and -George J. McLeod, George J. Mc¬ 
Leod, Limited. This resolution, which reads 
as follows, was carried unanimously:— 

“Whereas the shipment of books on con¬ 
signment and subject to rebate, exchange or 
return, has proved detrimental to both pub¬ 
lisher and bookseller; 

Be it resolved that on and after April 2nd, 


1921, the members of the B’ook Publishers’ 
Section of the Board of Trade of the citv of 
Toronto will under no condition ship books 
(other than educational) on consignment sub¬ 
ject to rebate, exchange or return, with the 
exception of one copy which may be sent as 
sample; no books to be loaned for window 
or counter display.” 

Several of the Toronto publishing houses 
will be represented at the conference of 
Canadian authors to be held at McGill Univer¬ 
sity, Montreal, on March 11 and 12. A call 
for this meeting went out some time ago, the 
circular issued by B. K. Sandwell, editor of 
the Canadian Bookman, reading,—“It has long 
been felt by many of the leading writers of 
Canada that some means of bringing together 
the members of the author’s craft, for the 
discussion of their common interests and the 
development of a livelier community spirit, 
was greatly to be desired. They are convinced 
that more co-operative effort by Canadian 
authors would create a wider interest in 
Canadian literature, both in Canada and else¬ 
where. To the general reasons in favor of 
such a gathering there is now added the need 
for organized representation of the author’s 
interest when copyright legislation is being 
considered by Parliament during the coming 
session.” 
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The invitation to attend the meeting has been 
extended to “all Canadian producers of copy¬ 
rightable material of a literary character/’ this 
broad definition making it possible for the pub¬ 
lishers to participate. Quite a number of 
authors have signified their intention of being 
present and the gathering bids fair to be a 
momentous one in the history of Canadian 
letters. 

Religious Book Week 

T HE Religious Book Week number of The 
Baptist, March 5, has just reached the 
Committee. It is rich in suggestions of 
reading material for pastors and people. A 
partial list of contents includes: editorials on 
“Religious Books,” and “When Did You Buy 
a Book?”; articles: “A Man and His Books,” 
by Harry Emerson Fosdick, “The Place of Re¬ 
ligious Books in the Home,” by Emory W. 
Hunt, “'Religious Books for Young People 
and Children,” by Mary E. Bamford; two sym¬ 
posiums—“Books I Should Like My Pastor 
To Read,” and “Books I Should Like My Peo¬ 
ple to Read,” written by representative lay¬ 
men and clergymen addressed by the maga¬ 
zine; “A Pastor’s Reading,” by E. M. Poteat; 
a summary of best sellers by the agencies of 
the American Baptist Publication Society, and 
a page of book reviews. Also the announce¬ 
ment of an article by Professor John R. 
Brown on “Religious Literature—Then and 
Now” to be printed in the March 12th issue, 
and a splendid cover reproducing the Religious 
Book Week poster. 

The Association Press has sent an attractive 
four page leaflet to six thousand Y. M. C. A. 
secretaries. “The Year-Round Bookselling 
Plan and Religious Book Week, March 13th- 
20th” announces the leaflet, with an attractive 
cut of the “Be Wise—Time Flies; Buy a Book 
a Week” poster. “This is a great stride for¬ 
ward in the history of the Religious Book 
World. It is the practical outcome of that 
getting together spirit which we call co-opera¬ 
tion. Both the publishers and the distributor 
of books have felt that there was no good 
reason why people should not buy books for 
themselves’and their friends as frequently as 
they now buy less desirable things. 

“It is the purpose of the Year-Round Book¬ 
selling Plan to try out this idea by applying 
a general program under which all pubishers 
and booksellers will work to stimulate greater 
public interest in the whole book field, and 
from March 13th to 20th to concentrate all 
efforts on Religious Books. ... It is doubt¬ 
ful if many of us really know how indispen¬ 
sable present day religious literature has be¬ 
come and how close a relation it bears to 
questions of daily living. The leaflet gives the 
slogans for the various months, an article by 
Harry Emerson Fosdick, and suggests six 
ways in which secretaries can “Help make 
‘Religious Book Week’ a success in the com- 


Despite depression in many' Canadian indus¬ 
trial centers, which has showed up business to 
a certain extent, publishers here report that 
1921 trade has opened up quite satisfactorily. 
There is not any great rush of orders, but a 
stead turnover is proceeding. The book-trade 
at least is not suffering at all seriously from 
the slowing-down in industry which started 
last fall and is only now showing signs of im¬ 
provement.

The March issue of Nczvsabout, published 
by the United Religious Book Agency, gives 
many suggestions for Religious Book Week 
and the Year-Round campaign. The Woman’s 
Press advertisement in this attractive selling 
aid is headed “Which shall it be on Easter 
morning? Hankerchiefs ? Candy? Flowers? 
Bunnies? It is up to YOU to make it 
BOOKS. 

The Sunday School Times, February 26. has 
articles on “The Minister and His Reading,” 
“Reading to Steady One’s Faith,” “Among the 
Newest Religious Books,” “Gateways to Chil¬ 
dren’s Reading,” “The Sunday School Times 
Book Department,” “How to Start a Shelf less 
Library,” and several other helpful hints about 
reading. Nearly all these articles include lists 
of recommended books. 

The Central Christian Advocate , February 
23, carries a Religious Book Week editorial, 
an article on “Reading and Ownership,” by 
W. J. McGJothin; “Is Reading a Lost Art?” 
by Clifton D. Gray, President of Bates Col¬ 
lege. 

An attractive sticker advertising Religious 
Book Week and Oxford Bibles has been sup¬ 
plied in thousands to booksellers for use in 
their correspondence, and an attractive show 
card sent to them for window displays of 
Bibles during Religious Book week. 

The Fleming H. Revell Co. has sent 25,000 
copies of a vest pocket notebook to dealers, 
advertising the Week and special Revell books 
that can be connected with it. 
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A special ‘Religious Book Week Committee 
was formed by the Chicago Booksellers’ 
League which circularized all the ministers of 
the Chicago area, presented the subject by 
delegates to ministers’ meetings and supplied 


the daily papers with news stories. 

In Winnipeg the big Russell-Lang Book¬ 
shop has taken the matter up energetically 
and lias circularized the ministers of all de¬ 
nominations.

which may be for our mutual welfare and for 
the better service of the public. 

What It Has Done

The Smith-Towner Bill 

A SUBSCRIBER writes to the Publishers’ 
Weekly as follows: 

“Would it not be a wise measure for the 
book-trade as a whole to voice its approval and 
use its influence to have the Smith-Towner 
Educational Bill passed? Is it not one of the 
fundamentals of the trade to have two books 
read where one was read before?” 

This important piece of legislation is one that 
will, as our correspondent suggests, help very 
fundamentally in making a wider reading pub¬ 
lic. It has in it the best suggestions that could 
be brought together by the educational leaders 
of the country for bettering conditions. It is 
not an attempt to centralize the entire control 
of our public schools in a Washington depart¬ 
ment, but to provide support for those who 
are endeavoring in their various states to im¬ 
prove the educational methods, and it will give 
aid to those who are facing the problem of 
illiteracy as revealed by the war conditions. 

'If there is a Department of Education es¬ 
tablished with a seat in the Cabinet which 
shall have under it all of the various Boards 
and Bureaus that are now scattered about un¬ 
der different departments, it will create a center 
for progressive ideas in education that should 
greatly hasten the day when we shall be really 
supplying education to all the people. Such a 
consummation is most devoutly to be prayed 
for by those who write, make or distribute 
books, and the bill should be supported by in¬ 
dividuals of the book-trade and thru their na¬ 
tional organizations, as it is already being sup¬ 
ported by the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, the National League of Women Voters, 
the Parent-Teachers’ Association, and the 
American Federation of Labor.

We observe 
the flinching of his cursed creatures with 
merely scientific interest. It is all impersonal 
—this grief and pain and passion of the fiction 
writers of our new era.” Mr. White, as a 
“middle-aged mid-Victorian with natural emo¬ 
tions... .longs for the splash of the vanished 
tear.”

M. Paul Ollendorff, head of the great 
French publishing house of that name, is dead. 
He •was the second son of the author of the 
“Ollendorff Method” of teaching modern 
languages, a popular series of which he was 
the publisher. In 1878 M. Paul Ollendorff 
became a member of the Cercle de la Librairie 
and in 1883 was elected to the Council.

To Avoid Misunderstanding 

Chicago Evening Post , 
Chicago, March 4. 
Editor, Publishers' Weekly: 

Dear Sir: In your issue of February 19 
you quote an editorial from the Chicago 
Evening Post in which it suggests that the 
Germans should print fewer books and give 
more energy to “essential” industries, and you 
say that it is strange that a paper celebrated 
for its book section should take such an 
attitude. 

Your editorial is not in the least ambiguous, 
and yet a friend to whom I showed it mis¬ 
understood the matter. He thought the edi¬ 
torial you quoted was from the Literary Re¬ 
view of the Post —that is, from my pen. 

In view of that fact, may I beg this much 
space to say that it was not. It was from the 
regular editorial column. I should be sorry 
to have anyone think I wrote that editorial, 
partly because I can sympathize with the evi¬ 
dent desire of the Germans to forget their 
troubles by turning to literature; and partly 
because, beyond a belief in free trade, personal 
liberty—including Debs—and the freedom of 
the seas, and distrust of the League of Na¬ 
tions, dislike of Lloyd George, liking for 
Henry George, contempt for most politicians 
and an admiration of The Freeman, I have no 
interest in or knowledge of politics, and would 
not like to be thought of as a political writer.

Rare Books, Autographs and Prints 


A MOVEMENT in Indiana to ,build a 
children’s hospital as a memorial to 
James Whitcomb Riley seems to be cul¬ 
minating successfully. 

Bibliographical works and books about 
books, of all kinds and degrees of rarity, are 
in active demand with a tendency of prices to 
advance. This indication augers well for book¬ 
selling. 

A collection of Americana, selected Irom 
several consignments, including rare Amer¬ 
ican almanacs, books and pamphlets On the Re¬ 
volutionary War, Washingtoniana, California 
and the early West will be sold by the Heart- 
man Auction Company, Inc., Rutland, Vt., 
March 19. 

Just now the interest in fine prints seems to 
be at its height for this season. At the National 
Academy of Design more than 150 drawings, 
etchings, engravings, etc., are now on exhibi¬ 
tion. At the New York Public Library the 
etchings, lithographs, and wood engravings of 
Manet, from the Averv collection, are on 
view. Etchings and dry points bv Rembrandt 
can be seen at Knocdler’s and of Lepere at the 
Harlow Galleries. Sixty Buhot etchings are on 
exhibition at the Keppel Galleries and iilclude 
many rare and uncommon states. 

The library of a New York collector will be 
sold to close his estate at the Anderson Gal¬ 
leries, March 17 and. 18. It contains a large 
number of desirable English and American 
standard editions of 'popular authors, private 
press books, colored plate books, engravings, 
extra-illustrated and other good miscellaneous 
books. The books thruout the library are in 
fine condition. There are few rarities but are 
of the class that make desirable additions to 
the general private library and bookseller’s 
stock. 

Admirers of Keats in England have started 
a movement to purchase Wentworth Place, the 
house in Hempstead, where'the poet lived for a 
considerable time with Armitage : Brown and 
wrote several of his most famous poems, and 
equip it as a museum. The late ,Sir Charles 
Dilke bequeathed a valuable collection of 
Keats souvenirs to the Borough of Hemp¬ 
stead, and it is planned to keep and exhibit 
them in the old house. A fund of £4,000 is 
needed to carry out the plans of. which £3,500 
has already been raised, and it is hoped.that 
American admirers of the poet will contribute 
the remaining £500. 

The death bed portrait of John Keats, 
painted by his friend Joseph Severn, perhaps 
better known than any other portrait, is one 
of the most treasured association items in the 
collection of A. Edward Newton, author of 
“The Amenities of Book Collecting.” Jt was 
at once recognized that Severn had caught the 


spiritual beauty of the poet as he lay dying 
and several copies of the original were made: 
one of these is in the Keats-Shelley Memo¬ 
rial at Rome and another may be seen in one 
of the great private collections of this city. 

The library of Anthony J. Drexel, Jr., of 
Philadelphia, with additions, was sold at the 
Anderson Galleries, March 1 and 2. The 
highest price, $1,025, was paid for Thack¬ 
eray’s “Illustrations to the Surprising Adven¬ 
tures of Three Men,” a series of ten litho¬ 
graphic plaites printed for “Presentation 
Purposes Only” and in all probability issued 
shortly after leaving college. It is probably the 
rarest of the Thackeray publications only three 
extant copies being known. James F. Drake 
paid $621 for the Fourth Folio of Shakespeare. 
The rarer colored plate books brought good 
prices; sets sold fairly well; and the draw¬ 
ings of Blake, Leech and Rowlandson brought 
out the liveliest competition of the sale, with 
the exception of the Thackeray items. Really 
rare items were in good demand but in the 
more ordinary books there were the usual op¬ 
portunities for the book buyer and dealer. 
The entire collection brought $25,811. 

One of the brightest ideas in catalog making 
seen for a long time comes from James F. 
Drake, Inc., 4 West 40th Street. It is a little 
catalog 4 by 7 inches, handsomely printed, 
containing 52 pages, devoted entirely to first 
editions of modern authors from $1 to $100 in 
value. In a paragraph on the first page the 
statement is made that each book listed is a 
first edition, in good condition, in the original 
cloth binding. Each book is-given a full line 
for name and price and is printed in eight point 
Cheltenham type, which makes a strong hand¬ 
some page. This little catalog contains up¬ 
wards of 1,500 items in space ordinarily that 
would not admit of more than 400 or 500 lots. 
A return envelope is enclosed and for the con¬ 
venience of the buyer it is suggested that items 
may be checked and the catalog sent as an 
order to be returned when the books are for¬ 
warded. The catalog is as convenient for the 
buyer as it is economical for the dealer; it is 
apparent at a glance that here is a real ef¬ 
ficiency in catalog making. 

Autographs, manuscripts,* and broadsides, 
making Part V. from the stock of the late 
George D. Smith, will be sold at the Anderson 
Galleries, March 14 and 15, by order of his 
estate. This part contains 443 lots very many 
of which are of the most superlative interest. 
Space will not permit the mention they de¬ 
serve. The letters, documents and manu¬ 
scripts are of both literary and historical in¬ 
terest of a very wide range. For instance 
there is the rare and important broadside is¬ 
sued by the British in 1778 after our alliance 
with France threatening the Colonies with ar¬ 
son, murder and desolation; the title deed of 
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William Bradford’s printing office; an impor¬ 
tant Civil War letter written by General Grant 
containing plans for the capture of Vicksburg; 
a manuscript proclamation of thanksgiving by 
Samuel Huntington, president of the Conti¬ 
nental Congress, referring to Arnold’s treason; 
one of the confidential despatches of Napoleon 
containing plans for the campaign ending with 
the Battle of Leipzig sent to one of his prin¬ 
cipal generals; three despatches on Napoleon’s 
illness and death; and one of the finest letters 
of Edgar Allan Poe speaking of “The Mur¬ 
ders of the Rue Morgue” and outlining “The 
Mystery of Marie Roget.” This will be one of 
the most important sales of autographs and 
manuscripts of the season. 

The exhibition of signed drawings, manu¬ 
scripts and photographs contributed by famous 
men and women connected with the Great 
War, to be sold at the American Art Galleries, 
February 28, for the benefit of the fatherless 
children of France, was opened by Ambas¬ 
sador Jusserand. It was generally recognized 
that the exhibition was one of the most inter¬ 
esting' of the various benefits for war victims 
and the attendance on the opening day and 
thruout the exhibition was large. Thomas E. 
Kirby, president of the association, presided at 
the sale. A representative of Mrs. David 
Johnson, of Boston, who conceived the idea 
of the “‘War Book” and was largely instru¬ 
mental in bringing the collection together made 
an offer of $10,000 for the entire collection. Mr. 
Kirby consulted members of the society under 
whose auspices the sale was being held am- 
they decided to sell the collection unbroken for 
$10,000 if a higher bid could not be secured. 
Mr. Kirby being unable to get an advance, sold 
the collection to Mrs. Johnson. It is probable 
that it will now go to either the Congres¬ 
sional Library or the B’oston Public Library. 
There is apparently a demand for the pub¬ 
lication of the material in a book to be sold for 
the further aid of the fatherless French chil¬ 
dren. 

The Charles Romm collection of first edi¬ 
tions, inscribed copies and manuscripts of 
modern English and American writers was 
sold at the American Art Galleries, March 4. 
The entire collection brought $8,889. The 
works of many of the authors were sold en 
bloc; Thomas Bailey Aldrich’s works in 34 
vols., brought $65; Arnold Bennett, 34 vols., 
$62.50; George W. Cable, 15 vols., with in¬ 
teresting inscriptions, $42.50; Mark Twain, 
63 vols., $110; Ralph Waldo Emerson, 29 
vols., $40; Maurice Hewlett. 40 vols., $145; 
William Dean Howells. 76 vols., $130; Henry 
James, 47 vols., $125; Richard LeGallienne. 62 
vols., all but five autographed or inscribed bv 
the author, $150; Jack London, 53 vols.. $150; 
Brander Matthews, 48 vols.. all inscribed. $25; 
Thomas Paine, 21 vols., $16; Edgar Allan Poe, 
29 vols. and 45 miscellaneous pieces, $12.50; 
James Whitcomb Riley. 28 vols., $25; Edmund 
Clarence Stedman, 33 vols.. $65: Henry Van 
Dyke, 23 vols., mostly inscribed, $42.50; Whit¬ 


tier, 24 vols., $7.50. The Whitman’s were 
broken up and sold in 78 lots bringing $669.50. 
The rare first issue of the first edition of “The 
Leaves of Grass,” 1855, with inscriptions for 
the Whitman centennial celebration by John 
Burroughs, Horace L. Traubel and Thomas B. 
Harned, brought $140. It needs only a glance 
at these totals to see that some of the prices 
were frightfully low. There were several 
reasons for this: the entire collection did not 
give the impression of having been brought to¬ 
gether with a fine sense of discrimination; this 
impression was intensified by the inclusion of 
•many books in unsatisfactory condition and the 
constant mention of this fact in the catalog 
(which the cataloger was obliged to do) killed 
the interest of many discriminating collectors; 
again, the bundling here had the same damag¬ 
ing psychological effect that it did on the first 
editions of American authors in the Wallace 
sale last year; and, by no means least of all, 
the speed made necessary to sell 375 
lots in the afternoon and 382 lots in 
the evening—many of which were valuable and 
complicated—cost a great deal. We shall pro¬ 
bably hear more now about the decline in 
value of American first editions but if private 
press books, early English literature, in¬ 
cunabula and rare Americana were to be 
bunched with the same degree of intelligence 
and sold at the same high speed the result 
would be similar. Evidently under present 
conditions, it is necessary to bundle mediocre 
books. But it requires great skill, an apparent 
reason and favorable conditions to sell rare 
books in bundles advantageously.
